Folks, 


I work designing products that (I lost the argument for a linear=20 
supply...) incorporate switching power supplies. I expect that a lot=20 
of what you hear in this frequency range is due to them. They are=20 
used in all computers, most other electronic widgets, and in some=20 
newer fluorescent fixtures. Most run between 50 and 100 KHz, so we=20 
are in the 5th-10th harmonic region here. 


Both US and CE regulations govern emissions conducted via the line=20 
cord and radiated, down to, as I recall, 150 KHz for one or the=20 
other. The legally made stuff is fairly quiet, but in a city with,=20 
say, 1,000,000 such widgets operating, taken together they will make=20 
noise. 


I recently found an example in my own house of an illegally made=20 
device: my cell phone charger. The one I originally bought was a=20 
no-name after-market unit and it caused considerable noise up where I=20 
listen on 49M. I then bought a Motorola branded charger, and presto!=20 
No noise. My point is that a lot of off-brand stuff may not even=20 


meet the legal requirements and can be really loud! 


Things with motors mostly don't cause this problem. It's things that=20 
need DC that use this technology. 


I will be *xxdelightedx** to contribute to burying the utilities in=20 
my neighborhood, and will then install a big RF filter in the path=20 
into my house. Of course, no such action is proposed yet, but I can=20 
hope. My not-so-long-wire antenna (40 feet) is and pretty much has to=20 
be parallel to the power lines in front of the house and perhaps 30=20 
feet away from it, ugh. Noise is actually OK most of the time, but=20 
something makes enough RF 60 Hz buzz to total all SW reception from=20 
time to time, and when I went looking with a portable radio I=20 
couldn't find it.

OK. The sets I used 30+ years ago were mostly the AN/SRT-15 variant. 


As for the tube count, the Army doesn't seem to have bought into the early 
synthesized sets like the Navy did. And since the Navy bought far fewer of what 
they bought than the Army did (and many tended to stay on the ships even when 
they were mothballed), not too many hams or collectors have encountered them. 
But it took a bunch of tubes to build a synthesizer. The AN/WRT-1 and AN/WRT-2 
that replaced the SRT's are about as bad, although in them, some of the 

triodes were replaced by discrete transistors. But the active device count is 
still 

pretty high. The AN/URC-32, contemporary of the WRT-1,2 is better. Collins 

went about the requirement in a different way.
